Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  fiscal  year  ended  31st  March,  1911.  The  details  are  grouped 
under  their  proper  heads  in  the  reports  of  the  several  branches  undci  the  Account- 
ant, the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  Superintendent  of  Stationery, 
respectively. 

I  have  very  little  to  add  to  the  very  full  statements  they  furnish  respecting 
the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  work  turned  out  by 
the  printing  branch  has  been  exceptionally  good,  the  quantity  very  large  and 
in  almost  all  cases  within  reasonable  time.  In  fact  in  many  instances  where  the 
necessities  of  Parliament  or  of  the  various  Departments  of  the  Government 
demanded  it,  printing  has  been  done  with  creditable  celerity.  In  the  face  of 
many  difficulties  the  Stationery  branch  also  succeeded  in  giving  a  satisfactory 
service. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  point  out  that  one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to 
efficiency  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  is  the  building  in  which  the  Depart- 
ment is  housed.  Its  many  defects  are  plainly  apparent.  The  storage  capacity 
is  inadequate  and  at  considerable  inconvenience  the  corridors  have  to  be  called 
into  service  to  relieve  the  congestion.  The  paper  stock  room  is  too  far  from 
the  press  room,  materially  increasing  the  cost  of  handling.  The  press  room 
is  crowded  to  its  utmost  limit,  leaving  no  space  for  additional  presses,  which 
the  growing  demands  on  the  Bureau  make  it  imperative  to  add  from  time  to 
time.  In  my  opinion  the  best  relief  is  only  to  be  obtained  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  planned  after  the  modern  construction  of  large  printing  plants 
to  secure  the  greatest  convenience  and  economy  in  operation.  Failing  a  new 
building  in  the  near  future  some  provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  enlarging 
the  present  building. 

During  the  year  many  changes  were  made  with  a  view  of  rendering  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office  staff  more  efficient  and  effective.  There- 
tofore the  office  accommodation  was  divided  into  several  comparatively  small 
rooms,  thus  in  many  instances  widely  separating  officers  whose  relations  in 
the  performance  of  their  work  called  for  easy  and  close  communication.  In 
order  to  remove  that  disability  the  partitions  were  torn  down  and  the  floor 
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^devoted  to  offices  was  converted  into  a  large  counting  room.  The  change  has 
been  found  beneficial  in  a  high  degree  as  it  brings  not  only  the  individual  officers 
but  the  various  branches  of  the  Bureau  closer  together  and  secures  easier  com- 
munication and  keener  co-operation  among  the  whole  clerical  staff.  As  a  means 
to  the  same  end  an  internal  telephone  system  has  been  installed,  enabling  the 
management  to  communicate  with  the  foremen  and  those  in  executive  positions 
throughout  the  building.  The  proof  readers  have  been  grouped  in  one  room 
adjoining  the  linotype  room  and  connected  with  the  type  setting  rooms  above 
hy  a  copy  hoist. 

A  loose  leaf  division  has  been  added  to  the  bindery,  in  which  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  Departments  for  loose  leaf  ledgers  and  kindred  supplies  are  filled. 
The  doing  of  the  loose  leaf  work  in  the  Bureau  has  many  advantages  which 
are  readily  recognized  by  the  Departments.  For  one  thing  it  secures  uniformity, 
coupled  with  high  class  workmanship,  superior  materials,  a  prompt  service  and 
a  diminished  cost. 

Much  has  been  done  and  much  more  is  being  planned  looking  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  plant  gen?rally,  the  aim  being  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  thi  service 
and  lower  the  cost  of  production.  The  demands  on  the  Bureau  keep  pace  with 
the  growth  of  the  country  and  the  only  way  to  meet  them  is  to  add  to  the  plant  as 
last  as  may  be  necessary. 

In  an  establishment  the  size  of  th-e  Bureau  regular  additions  to  the  plant  are 
Tequired  to  maintain  it  on  a  planeoi  efficiency,  to  say  nothing  of  the  additions 
that  are  needed  to  take  care  of  the  steadily  increasing  volume  of  work. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  a  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
^electric  lighting  of  the  building.  This  was  necessary  foi  two  reasons,  one  to  secure 
-the  comfort  of  the  operatives  and  the  other  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  do 
more  and  better  work.  A  policy  has  been  inaugurated  of  gradually  changing  by 
.means  of  individual  motors  from  steam  to  electric  power.  When  the  location 
of  present  machines  is  changed  or  new  machines  installed  electric  motors  are 
included  in  the  equipment.  The  chief  advantages  of  individual  motors  are 
«leanliness  and  a  bigger  output. 

A  machine  shop  has  been  installed  in  which  nearly  all  repairs  to  machinery 
are  now  made  as  well  as  many  new  parts  manufactured.  This  gives  instant  ser- 
vice in  the  case  of  a  breakdown  and  machines  disabled  by  accident  are  put  back 
into  commission  again  with  the  least  possible  delay.  The  machine  shop  is  not 
■only  a  convenience  but  a  money  saver. 

Several  modern  typesetting  machines  have  been  added  to  the  plant  and  the 
addition  of  several  more  is  contemplated  in  the  near  future.  This  will  reduce  the 
-excessive  cost  of  hand  composition  as  well  as  the  purchases  of  type,  besides  greatly 
xaising  the  standard  of  quality  of  the  finished  product. 
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After  careful  consideration  and  study  on  the  part  of  the  management  of 
the  Bureau  it  was  decided  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  to  instal  a  new  cost 
accounting  system.  Accordingly  the  necessary  forms  were  prepared  and  the  new 
system  put  into  operation.  The  system  is  that  devised  and  recommended  by 
the  International  Printers'  Cost  Finding  Congress,  an  organization  composed 
ot  employing  printers  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.  I  am  confident  that 
the  system  will  give  the  most  gratifying  results. 

During  the  year  three  new  offices  of  some  importance  were  created,  that 
is  (1)  a  mechanical  superintendent,  who  has  charge  of  the  building,  the  trans- 
mission machinery,  the  machinists,  carpenters,  electricians  and  plumbers;  (2)  a 
purchasing  agent,  through  whose  office  all  purchases  are  made  and  (3)  a  comp- 
troller of  composition,  who,  under  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  has  charge 
of  all  the  typesetting,  machine  as  well  as  hand,  in  the  Bureau. 

While  the  Printing  Bureau  was  created  to  do  the  printing  and  lithograph 
work  of  Parliament  and  the  Departments  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  it 
lias  never  been  able  from  lack  of  plant  and  equipment  to  fulfil  its  mission  com- 
pletely. As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Bureau  has  never  been  equipped  with  a  litho- 
graph plant  nor  is  it  likely  to  be  for  some  time  to  come.  The  bulk  of  the  printing 
that  has  to  be  done  outside  the  Bureau  is  lithographic,  and  map  printing  forms 
a  considerable  part  of  that.  It  does  happen,  however,  that,  in  order  to  relieve 
congestion  and  give  the  Departments  the  service  they  have  the  right  to  expect, 
some  letter  press  printing  has  to  be  given  to  outside  firms.  Whenever  prac- 
ticable or  possible,  this  class  of  work  is  made  the  subject  of  competition  and  is 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  care  being  taken  to  confine  invitations  to  tender 
to  printers  whose  plant  and  experience  are  of  a  character  to  enable  them  to 
execute  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  within  the  time  limit  that  has 
to  be  fixed  in  the  case  of  rush  orders.  Where  from  the  nature  of  the  work  it  is 
impracticable  to  call  for  tenders  the  work  is  given  out  to  competent  and  re- 
sponsible printers  at  Bureau  rates,  that  is  to  say  rates  that  are  substantially 
based  on  prevailing  commercial  rates,  but  on  the  whole  rather  lower. 

The  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Printing  Branch  is  made  easier  by  the 
co-operation  of  the  different  Departments.  While  something  is  still  to  be  desired 
in  this  respect,  it  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  general 
improvement,  and  most  of  the  Departments  now  realize  that  by  helping  the 
Bureau  they  are  helping  themselves. 

The  clerical  staff,  operatives  and  miscellaneous  employees  in  the  Bureau 
during  the  year  number  about  850  people. 

The  Tender  System. 

The  tender  system  has  been  in  vogue  in  the  Stationery  Branch  of  the  De- 
partment for  many  years  and  has  been  gradually  extended  and  perfected.  It 
is  not  too  much  to  say  that  it  works  well  inasmuch  as  it  serves  to  protect  the 
Department  both  as  to  quality  and  prices.    In  the  early  days  of  the  tender 
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system  exception  was  taken  at  different  times  to  the  stringent  nature  of  the 
regulations  but  complaints  on  this  score  have  practically  ceased  since  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  have  learned  that  in  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the 
Department  there  is  nothing  calculated  to  prevent  them  getting  a  square  deal. 
The  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  buying  by  tender  and  contract  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  prices  paid  by  the  Department  compare  favorably  with 
those  paid  by  large  jobbing  houses  for  papers  of  grades  similar  to  those  of  the 
Bureau's  standard  lines  and  that  the  wholesale  stationery  houses,  when  compet- 
ing, quote  prices  as  low,  if  not  lower,  than  those  given  their  best  customers. 

The  tender  system  is  being  extended  to  embrace  all  purchases,  the  total 
of  which  reaches  figures  of  consequence  during  the  year.  Preference  is  always 
given  to  Canadian  manufacturers  and  paper  firms. 

With  reference  to  papers  of  all  kinds,  mechanical  and  chemical  tests  have 
been  and  will  continue  to  be  applied.  These  are  absolutely  essential  to  safe- 
guard the  Department  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  other  to  protect  the  manufac- 
turers who  are  competing  for  the  Bureau's  business.  The  chemical  test  is  used 
to  determine  whether  papers  are  free  from  mechanical  ground  wood  and  the 
mechanical  tests  to  determine  the  strength  and  wearing  quality  of  the  papers. 

Tenders  are  not  invited  on  the  'per  sample'  basis  alone.  If  that  were  to  be 
done  each  manufacturer  or  dealer  would  be  prepared  to  contend  that  his  paper 
was  equal  to  or  better  than  the  sample  and  the  controversies  would  be  practically 
interminable.  When  the  tests  are  stipulated  in  the  invitation  to  tender  there  is 
a  definite  basis  to  work  upon  and  friction  and  misunderstanding  are  obviated. 

I  have  seen  by  personal  experience  in  the  Department  that  the  tests  exacted 
for  the  papers  used  in  the  manufacture  of  our  different  lines  of  envelopes  have 
saved  the  Department  a  great  deal  of  money  and  probably  been  the  means  of 
avoiding  a  great  many  disputes  with  the  Departments  served  by  the  Bureau  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  stock  furnished  them.  These  tests  are  now  stipulated  in  con- 
nection with  small  orders  for  special  sizes  of  envelopes  which  are  necessarily 
purchased  without  tender. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  all  Parliamentary  and  Government  records 
should  be  permanent  in  their  character  and  as  a  guarantee  of  permanency  care  is 
taken  to  purchase  only  standard  brands  of  typewriter  ribbons  and  carbon  papers, 
which  as  an  additional  security  are  regularly  and  thorough^  tested. 

Stationery  Stock. 

The  Superintendent  of  Stationery,  under  direction,  has  been  doing  all  in  his 
power  to  work  off  surplus  lines;  in  fact  the  stock  was  reduced  during  the  last  nine 
months  of  the  year  to  the  tune  of  $62,000  in  round  numbers.  The  reduction 
consisted  chiefly  in  getting  rid  of  irregular  and  obsolete  lines  of  paper  and  sta- 
tionery sundries  and  in  using  up  all  overstock  of  various  brands  of  carbon  paper. 
The  effect  has  been  to  restrict  the  range  of  goods  carried  and  get  the  stock  into 
as  good  shape  as  that  of  a  first-class  business  house.    Practically  all  the  odds  and

ends  of  paper  and  stationery,  the  accumulation  of  years,  have  been  worked  off, 
with  the  result  that  the  stock  on  hand  is  fresh  and  confined  to  standard  liaes .  It 
is  proposed  to  keep  it  so  by  stocking  in  future  only  standard  or  regular  lines  of 
paper  and  stationery  in  such  quantities  as  may  suffice  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  service.  Strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to  carry  as  few  grades  as  possibl  e 
of  each  article  of  stationery  but  as  this  Department  has  no  authority  to  dictate  to 
the  other  Departments  of  the  Government  just  what  they  shall  or  shall  not  use  in 
the  way  of  stationery  supplies  the  co-operation  of  the  latter  is  necessary  it'  a  fair 
measure  of  success  in  this  direction  is  to  be  attained.  While  on  this  subject  let 
me  say  that  the  spirit  of  co-operation  between  this  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ments it  was  created  to  serve  is  growing  with  results  that  are  beneficial  to  the 
entire  service  inside  and  out  .  It  is  the  endeavour  to  realize  the  ideal  of  a  properl  y 
standardized  stationery  stock  and  with  the  help  of  the  other  Departments,  which 
after  all,  are  the  most  closely  concerned,  that  condition  may  be  reached  in  the  near 
future.  For  envelopes  a  fair  standardization  already  exists.  For  general 
correspondence  one  grade  each  of  white  wove  and  cartridge  is  used.  For  mis- 
cellaneous purposes  No.  1  manilla  and  No.  1  jute  in  two  weights  are  supplied. 
The  Post  Office  Department  requires  quite  a  large  quantity  of  envelopes  of 
extra  strength  and  wearing  quality  and  these  are  manufactured  from  a  paper 
made  of  75  per  cent  rope  and  25  per  cent  jute.  A  good  many  cloth  lined  enve- 
lopes are  also  used  by  the  different  Departments  for  filing  purposes  and  in  cases 
where  extra  protection  is  required  for  the  contents. 

Three  standard  lines  of  ledger  papers,  representing  different  qualities,  are 
stocked  in  various  sizes  and  weights  and  they  substantially  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  Departments.  Departmental  forms  for  which  special  papers  were 
formerly  procured,  are  now  printed  on  one  or  another  of  these  papers  with  a  con- 
sequent saving  of  money  and  an  increased  efficiency  of  service. 

The  printing  papers  are  all  standardized.  They  consist  of  parliamentary 
printing,  which  is  used  for  all  annual  reports,  the  Statutes,  Hansard,  Depart- 
mental Bulletins,  etc.;  Gazette  paper  on  which  the  Canada  Gazette  is  printed; 
Geological  Survey  paper,  a  grade  somewhat  whiter  and  better  than  the  parlia- 
mentary; bill  paper,  proof  paper  and  coated  book  paper  for  half  tone  work. 
These  papers  are  all  purchased  by  tender  and  contract. 

Though  several  qualities  of  letter  paper  are  used  they  could  with  advantage 
be  reduced  to  three,  thereby  effecting  a  considerable  saving  without  in  the  least 
impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  In  my  opinion  there  should  be  (a)  a 
tirade  to  be  used  by  Ministers,  Deputy  Ministers  and  others  entitled  to  use  an 
embossed  paper;  (b)  a  grade  for  the  use  of  heads  of  branches  and  others  conduct- 
ing general  correspondence  and  (c)  a  grade  to  be  used  for  memorandums  and 
i-orrespondence  of  an  unimportant  character. 

Typewriter  papers  are  now  bought  in  the  flat  and  cut  and  boxed  in  the 
Bureau.  This  plan  just  about  cuts  the  cost  in  two  and  at  the  same  time  permits 
the  supplying  of  the  Departments  with  typewriter  paper  in  uniform  boxes  labelled 
'Government  of  Canada.' 
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A  new  stock  list  is  being  prepared  to  replace  one  which  has  been  in  force  for 
many  years  and  which  has  in  many  respects  become  obsolete.  The  task  has  to  be 
approached  with  considerable  care  in  order  to  suit  every  reasonable  need  of  the 
Departments  and  at  the  same  time  keep  in  view  the  economy  which  should  char- 
acterize the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Stationery  Branch  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Business  of  the  Department. 

A  short  review  of  the  volume  of  business  transacted  by  the  Department 
during  t  he  fiscal  year  1910-1911  may  be  of  some  interest. 

The  cash  clearances  for  1910-11  were  $3,593,402.28. 
The  cash  clearances  for  1909-10  were  $3,381,595.53. 
Showing  an  increase  of  $211,806.75. 

The  amount  charged  to  Parliament  and  the  different  Departments  of  the 
Government  for  printing,  binding,  &c,  was  $1,130,610.56,  representing  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $141,680.98. 

The  amount  of  printing,  lithographing,  map  engraving,  &c,  given  during 
the  year  to  outside  firms  was  $259,670 . 38,  showing  a  decrease  of  $40,942 . 88  as 
compared  with  the  year  1909-10. 

The  accumulated  surpluses,  amounting  to  $234,243.19  on  the  cost  of  print- 
ing since  1889  to  March  31,  1911,  a  period  of  twenty  years,  was  transferred  to 
the  credit  of  the  Dominion  Government's  Casual  Revenue  Account.  This  is 
merely  following  the  practice  pursued  each  year  with  the  surpluses  in  the  Sta- 
tionery Stock  Account.

:  was  8,112  as  against  5,660  for  1909-10. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  audited  was  $41,240.51. 

Government  railway  printing  accounts,  as  audited  by  this  Department, 
amounted  to  $95,976 . 55,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $8,706 . 08. 

e  cost  of  printing,  binding  and  distributing  the  annual  Statutes  was 
$9,257.38  as  against  $9,999.02  for  1909-10. 
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The  proceeds  of  sales  of  Parliamentary  publications  amounted  to  $12,323.84, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $1,452.33. 

The  Canada  Gazette  again  shows  a  balance  on  the  right  side.  The  figures 
are  as  follows: —

I  have  deemed  it  worth  while  to  prepare  a  short  comparative  statement, 
covering  two  ten-year  periods  from  1891  to  1911,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
rapid  growth  in  the  volume  of  business  conducted  by  the  Department.  Roughly 
speaking  the  Bureau  is  now  doing  in  all  of  its  branches  more  than  three  times  as 
much  as  it  was  called  upon  to  do  twenty  years  ago.  The  comparative  figure.' 
will  be  found  suggestive  and  instructive.    They  are  as  follows:—
